NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi , the 12th August 1959 

S.O. 1808.—Whereas August 15, 1959 has been declared a public, holiday and 
the workers of the Government Industrial undertakings have been permitted 
to participate in the celebrations of the twelfth anniversary of the Independence 
Day without any loss in wages or remuneration; 

Whereas it is necessary and desirable that this National Day is observed as a 
paid holiday by the major industrial establishments in the private sector also; 

And whereas having regard to the peculiar local conditions, a specific directive 
has become necessary and expedient in regard to the Textile Mills in Pondicherry; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 4 of the Foreign 
Jurisdiction Act, 1947 (47 of 1947) and all other powers enabling it in that behalf, 
the Central Government is pleased to make the following Order, namely:— 

1. August 15, 1959 shall be a paid holiday for all the three Textile Mills in 
Pondicherry, namely the Sri Barathi Mills, the Swadeshi Cotton Mills Company 
Limited, and the Anglo-French Textiles Limited. 

The workers of these Mills shall be. permitted to participate in the celebrations 
of the twelfth anniversary of the Independence Day without any loss in wages or 
remuneration. 

2. This holiday shall be treated as an additional paid holiday and not as a 
substituted holiday.
